feelings and the imagination. It 
was in part a rcaction;à|^toBÙthe 
cold TBlmudlc ratibnaiia^i^wmch 
hart prevailed in Jewish life for 
centuries, and which had reached 
its peaik ' with Malmonides In the 
twelfth century. At the same time 
It aimed at the spiritual upUfUng 
of the jde«i»6rident£jew8âS?hb suf- 
fered'- dreadful ^jpetw^tio^^ the 
hands of the' Crusaders. To . such 
spiritual heights were thé Jew:s 
raised by theh: mystical studies 
that when they were later seized 
by the fangs of the inquisition 
they approached the "Auto-da,fe" 
with the singing of Hallelujah, for 
in that minute they rejoiced at the 
victory of the good over the bad. 
■. ♦ • 
This mysticism also gave rise to 
a number of so-called "false Mes- 
sialis." Tliese characters that ap- 
peared in various parts of Europe 
and Eastern Asia claimed that 
( they ' were saviours of the Jewisli 
people. The, most Influential of 
these were Sabbatal Zevi and 
Jacob Prank. In truth they were 
sincere leaders v/lio could not bear 
the pllglit of their brethren, and 
whoso fantastic minds were so 
stimulated by the mysticism of the , 
day that they saw themselves - In^' 
ithejiole of saviours.

Independence Of 
Catalonia Viewed 
At Spanish Club 

Six Dehatert Participate in 
Diêcuêêion 
ipHB resolution "That Catalonia 
Should have her Independ- 
enoe" was thQ subject of a débate 
at the SpanUh Clitb- meeting, 
which was béld last night In the 
TTnlon.oniI:It(MbOjjgthe alnenee 
of ftofeaaor .'MHBp^Honorary ,,- 
Resident of the ' Club, ^A. B. Luke 
T>WM-ta"the chair. Hiet resolution '■ 
was Introduced by Miss Rosier, Van 
Reét and Oranda, .anil was coun- 
tered by the team of Miss Ein, 
Hobble and Denton. The Oonsul- 
General of Spain, Senor Rolland, 
Professor Noad and Mr. Oranda 
were the Judges. 

The affirmative began by, flr^t 
giving a brief summary , bt the 
history of Catalonia, and pointed 
out' the many times it was tried to 
gain Ite independence. ..It then 
went on to demonstrate that the 
Catàlonians were fully capable of 
standing alone as they are self- 
supporting— her agricultural .pro-' 
diiete are many and varied, her ■ 
mines are very rich in ore, and her 
industrial enterprises are great. 
Barcelona, which is in Catalonia, 
is Spahi's most important port. 
■■>'•♦ ♦ 

Tlie negative, on the otlier hand, . 
maintetaed that Catalonia could' 
not possibly exist without Spain. 
It agKfKl that the Catalonlan In- 
dustlries, albeit.' great, could not 
exist without Spanlsli preferential 
tariffs and without Spanish mar- 
kete for their material. In addi- 
tion, the negative argued, an Inde- 
pendent Catalonia would be too 
small to obtein world recognition 
from the powers. Catalonia is an 
integral part of Spain physically, 
and without the protection of that 
country would find it dlfllcult to 
defend herself against attack. 

The debate was judged à draw 
by the three arbiters. Refresh- 
ments were then served and the 
meeting brought to close.

There was the knowledge that a nom- 
inating committee lud had somechlng to do with 
it, but JusV where the nominating committee came 
from no one seemed to know. One councillor felt 
that the very fact that the Branoh^s;.«lMUotu,were 
not popular elections was in itself a^stàrong détérriént 
to the Society ever becoming popular among grad- 
uates. He for one felt that the system should be 
changed.

Membership . ' 

|T WAS OENERALLY recognized that a large and 

interested membership is necessary for the auc- 
cess of any Society effort. To get that increased 
membership, In turn,, necessitates a presentation of 
definite aims and objectives, which leads naturally 
to a consideration of the thoughts grouped under 
the other main headings. 

A suggestion which gaUied . support fropi sev- 
eral speakers was that dues for the first few y^rs 
aftai- graduation be reduced to only a dollar. Older 
members felt that the fact should, be plainly recog- 
nized that many graduates, unable to obtain em- 
ployment in these days, could not easily, lay their 
hands on the required three. 

The strength of the class contact, as 0|;^>9sed 
to the general society contact, was stressed, pre- 
senting the possibility of attaiuln; greater results 
by working through the smaller unit. 

Further, the value of personal contacts was put 
forth as a sure means of interesting graduates and 
obtaining large attendances at graduate functions. 

Membership figures were given as 2,775 for tlie 
whole Society, 1,144 for the Montreal Branch and 
233 for the Alumtike Society. Tliere are approxi» 
mately 10,000 living graduates of the University, of 
whom atH>i'oximately;4,000 are resident in Montreal.
